ZION METHODIST CEMETERY, NEAR NEW EGYPT 


THe Zion Methodist Church and burial ground are located on the Lakewood 
Road, Ocean County Ro.:t2 528, about two miles east of New Egypt, in Plum- 
stead Township, and six-tepths of a mile west of the Route 539 intersection. 
The cemetery lies on the south side of the road, and behind it is the old church 
originally built in 180G on ground given by Job Horner, and rebuilt in 1838 
after a fire. The inscriptio.:: were copied on June I, 1946, by Tam D, Conover 
and her sister Mrs. Jucida H. Pettie. Then on June 22, 1947, Mrs. Pettie re- 
turned and checked the «rk, assisted by her husband, Arthur E. Pettie.
